The department’s annual farm out­ 
look report, issued for publication to­ 
day, forecasts a lessened demand foi 
farm products through the summei 
and fall, as compared with the same 
seasons of 1929, although an improv­ 
ed domestic market was predicted foi 
the closing weeks of the year. 
This report is regarded by the de­ 
partment as “probably the most im­ 
portant” 
of 
its 
annual 
economic 
studies. 
It is issued for the purpose 
of guiding the farmer in adjusting 
his production to meet the needs ot 
the nation. 
It was compiled by farm 
experts and by economists of the De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
“There is little in the wheat situ­ 
ation in the United States and othei 
countries at present to indicate that 
prices for the 1980 crop of the Unit­ 
ed States will be much different fron 
those prevailing for the 1929 crop 
unless fall sown wheat suffers severe 
winter damage or the spring nvheat 
acreage is reduced”, the report said 
World stocks will be somewhat re­ 
duced on July 1, 1930, from those on
